In tlie Sacramento. 


The Herald,publinhed atSisson, com- 


plains that the sawmills in that vicinity 
dump their sawdust into the Sacramento 
river and soys that the low ought to pro- 
hibit each doings. We apprehend that 
jfc has greatly magnified the effect of 
the evil, if evil it is, and we believe 
that if it will examine into the matter, 
the Herald will find thut tha damage 
which pine sawdust does to the waters 
of a stream is insignificant. The mat- 
ter has been discussed in this neighbor- 
hood, pro and con, as regards sawdiret 
in the Truckee river. 
The result of the 


discussion has been to show that fish 
are but slightly affected by pine sawdust 
and that it does not render the water at 
all unfitted for domestic use. 
In this 


vicinity the lumber interest is more im- 
portant than the fish interest. It may 
be that the mills on the Sacramento 
conic! dispoae of their sawdust in some 
other way just as cheaply as by putting 
it into the river, and if so, they should 
change their method. Here it is differ- 
ent, as it is almost impossible to other- 
wise dispose of it. 
Legislation on the 


subject might do for the locality of 
Sisson, bnt it would bo very detrimen- 
tal to the interests here. It is unwise 
for the Herald to advocate indiscrimi- 
nate legislation upon so important a 
subject.—Truokee Republican". 


Now that a complaint is being made 


in its own Slate, the Republican tries 
to find a way to remedy the evil, but as 
long as it was only Novacla doing the 
kicking it was a matter impossible to 
remedy. Why should the Sacramento 
lumbermen bo compelled to dispose of 
their sawdust without depositing it in 
tLe river, any more than the Trmskeo 
lumbermen? Maybe if the Republican 
finds a way out of the difficulty for the 
people along the Sacramento the same 
remedy will auswer for this section. 
It 


makes a big difference on which foot 
the shoe is on.
